INTRODUCTION. 

THE first definite step toward the institution of a 
Library for the Blind, as a component part of the 
system of the Brooklyn Public Library, was 
taken on May 17, 1904, when the Board of Trus- 
tees voted to establish such a library as soon as suitable 
^ quarters could be found. There were at that time 
^* upon the rolls of the Department of Public Charities 
397 blind pensioners. To each one of these was sent a 
notice of this intention, together with an inquiry as to 
whether they were readers, and if so, of what form of 
type. The subsequent opening of the Pacific Branch, 
at Fourth Avenue and Pacific Street, provided suitable 
accommodations in a location central and easy of 
access. 

The Church of the Messiah, at Greene and Cler- 
mont Avenues, had for a long time maintained a 
library for the blind, but it generously recognized the 
special fitness and better equipment of the Public 
Library to carry on this work, by transferring to the 
Library its entire collection of 437 volumes. With 
these as a nucleus, the Library for the Blind was 
opened, by vote of the Board of Trustees, on April 4, 
1905. The collection has now (April 15, 191 1) in- 
creased to a total of 1608 volumes. In the endeavor 
to provide for the special needs of its constituency, the 
Library has added about 350 volumes of sheet music. 

The diversity of raised types for the blind is a prob- 
lem which this library, in common with others, has to 
face. Books are, however, provided in five of these 
types, namely: American Braille, Boston Line, Eng- 
lish Braille, Moon, and New York Point. The last two 
are best known in this locality and comprise the larger 
part of the collection. The Moon print is especially 
adapted to the aged, and to those whose sense of touch 
is deficient, while for persons whose sense of touch is 
normal, the New York Point offers certain advantages. 
Recognizing the fact that facilities for learning to read 
are beyond the reach of many individuals, the Library 
provides a teacher who gives a regular course of in- 
struction in the home, free of charge to the pupil. 
Application for such instruction should be made to the 
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assistant in charge, Mrs. Beryl H. Gooshaw. Both the 
Moon and the New York Point alphabets are taught* 
according to the needs of the person. Pupils have 
been taught successfully up to the age of seventy-six. 

On Saturday afternoons oral readings are held for 
the benefit of those able to attend. In addition to 
matter for entertainment, the subjects of these read- 
ings include current topics, interesting news items, and 
general matters of the day. 

The Library regularly receives four periodicals 
representing the American Braille, Moon, and New 
York Point types.
